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Town Hall/Impact of Drugs on the 
Community meeting to be held Monday 


The former executive di¬ 
rector of a federally funded 
northern Kentucky drug task 
force has admitted he stole 
money that belonged to the 
task force. 

Timothy George Fegan, 
52, pleaded guilty to one count 
of theft of government mon¬ 
ey. Fegan, who worked for the 
Buffalo Trace/Gateway Nar¬ 
cotics Task Force at the time, 
wrongfully took thousands 
of dollars from the organiza¬ 
tion, over an extended period. 
Fegan acknowledged that he 
took cash proceeds that Task 
Force agents had seized dur¬ 
ing drug investigations and 
took money that the Task 
Force kept on hand to perform 
undercover drug buys. 

Between November 2011 
and November 2012, the Task 
Force received approximately 



$150,000 in federal funding. 
Fegan admitted that he stole 
thousands of dollars in Task 
Force funds during this period. 
At sentencing, the Court will 
determine the total amount of 
money that Fegan stole from 
the Task Force, during the pe¬ 
riod from December 31, 2009 
to November 2012. 

The Buffalo Trace/Gate- 
way Narcotics Task Force was 
organized by several county 
and city governments and 
was responsible for the in¬ 
vestigation of drug crimes in 
various northern and eastern 
Kentucky counties. The Task 
Force was funded by federal 
and state grants and contri¬ 
butions from the county and 
city governments that formed 
the Task Force. The Task 
Force’s operations are based 
in Maysville, Ky., and Fegan 
worked for the Task Force 
during this period, including 
serving as Interim Executive 
Director from December 31, 


2009 through March 2010 
and Executive Director from 
April 2010 until November 
2012. The Task Force ceased 
its operations in early 2013. 

Kerry B. Harvey, U.S. At¬ 
torney for the Eastern District 
of Kentucky, and Perrye Turn¬ 
er, Special Agent in Charge, 
FBI, jointly announced the 
guilty plea. 

The investigation was 
conducted by the FBI and the 
Kentucky State Police. Assis¬ 
tant U.S. Attorney Andrew T. 
Boone is prosecuting this case 
for the U.S. Attorney’s Office 
on behalf of the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

Sentencing is scheduled 
for June 19, 2014. The theft 
of government money offense 
carries a maximum of 10 years 
in prison and a maximum fine 
of $250,000. The sentence 
will be imposed by the Court 
after consideration of the U.S. 
Sentencing Guidelines and the 
applicable federal statutes. 


On Monday, March 10, 
at 6:30 p.m. the Bracken 
County Sheriff’s Office will 
be hosting its 1st Town Hall 
meeting of 2014 at the Wil¬ 
low Baptist Church, 2535 
Powersville Willow Road. 
This meeting will be to give 
an update of the accomplish¬ 
ments the Sheriff’s Office has 
achieved during the first term 
of this administration to date 
and to talk about the Impact 
of Drugs on our Community. 

Drug activity in the 
county continues to be a ma¬ 
jor problem and the agency 
continues to address these is¬ 
sues with the resources that 
are available to the Sheriff’s 
Office. They have the anony¬ 
mous tip line for reporting of 
crime, phone number is 606- 


735-2578. This anonymous 
tip line can be used to report 
any type of crime, but is espe¬ 
cially set up for the reporting 
of drug activity in the county. 
However, if the crime is cur¬ 
rently in progress call 911 so 
that a dispatcher can send an 
officer out immediately. The 
tip line phone is not manned 
continuously and may not get 
answered until the following 
day or on Monday if left on 
the weekend. 

The Sheriff’s Office has 
initiated a new drug informa¬ 
tion program in the Bracken 
County and Augusta School 
Systems called SALUTE 
(Students and LawEnforce- 
ment United Through Educa¬ 
tion). This program replaced 
the DARE program in the 


schools and gives us more 
freedom to address the needs 
of the community and issues 
in the schools. As part of 
this program they have guest 
speakers that come in and 
talk to the students about the 
drug problem in the county. 

At this Town Hall meet¬ 
ing two of their guest speak¬ 
ers from SALUTE will be 
speaking to the citizens about 
their experiences with drugs 
and how they devastate the 
family. One of the speak¬ 
ers is a 24 year old recover¬ 
ing drug addict and the other 
speaker is a mother who 
lost her daughter and son- 
in-law to drugs. These two 
speakers are very passion¬ 
ate about their message and

From Brooksville Centennial 
Celebration 1839-1939 
Some History of the 
Court House Continued 

“Agreeable to an act of 
the General Assembly for 
fixing the seat of Justice pro 
tempore for three year, it is 
ordered that it be fixed pro 
tempore at the town of Au¬ 
gusta till July 1800.” 

The Courts continued to 
be regularly held in Augusta 
until July 1800, at which time 
the Court of Quarter Sessions 
entered the following order 
on their records, to-wit: 

“In compliance with an 
act of the General Assembly 
entitled an act for erecting a 
new County out of the coun¬ 
ties of Mason and Campbell, 
William Woodward, Esq., 
informed the Court the situa¬ 
tion of the county respecting 
the permanent seat of Justice; 
the Court then proceeded to 
fix upon a place for the same 
till altered by law. The town 
of Augusta and the planta¬ 
tion of Andrew Morrow were 
both nominated, the vote be¬ 
ing taken as follows, to-wit:

Spring 
is right around the corner 
and even though we can’t 
get out of our driveway 
once again, we are thankful 
that we can at least get our 
article written and sent to 
the Bracken County News 
Office. Actually, we can 
get out of the driveway; it’s 
getting back in that presents 
the problem! Our prayers are 
for safety for those who must 
travel this Monday morning! 
Just take a moment to 
refiect on those who have to 
work regardless of weather 
conditions and when you 
do get out and about again, 
please be cautious! We meet 
so many vehicles in the early 
morning, during rain and 
foggy conditions without 
any lights on whatsoever! 
Granted, those headlights 
do not help the driver of the 
vehicle to see better, but they 
sure make the vehicle visible 
to oncoming drivers! 

Time when lights 
must be on is regulated 
by KRS 189.030. This 
Kentucky law states that “(1) 
Headlamps, when required on 
a vehicle, shall be illuminated 

(a) During the period from 
V 2 hour after sunset to V 2 
hour before sunrise; and 

(b) At such other times as 
atmospheric conditions 
render visibility as low or 
lower than is ordinarily the 
case during that period.” 
The Kentucky State Police 
thus urge drivers to use their 
headlights during adverse 
weather conditions of rain, 
snow, sleet, hail and fog. 
Many of today’s vehicles are 
equipped with lights that can 
be turned on automatically 
during daylight operation, 
but this does not allow the 
taillights to be illuminated. 
For complete visibility in 
bad weather, switch the lights 
to ‘on’ so that drivers can 
see you coming and going! 


With so many distractions 
bombarding drivers today, 
your illuminated headlights 
might mean the difference 
between life and death when 
the oncoming driver looks 
up from their texting! 

Last week we were 
able to get all trailers to 
their designated locations 
and folks were able to get 
their recycling deposited; 
however, February 2014 
proved to be the leanest 
amount of recycling collected 
since we became Solid Waste 
Coordinator for Bracken 
County. We attended some 
of the basketball tournament 
games last week and were 
amazed at the amount of 
bottles and cans that were 
thrown away that could have 
been recycled! As we stated 
last fall when we attended a 
soccer game at the Lexington 
Dunbar High School, there 
were no recycling containers 
at that game either. As 
concerned citizens, we must 
all work together to correct 
this situation. Maybe it’s 
time for the formation of a 
club in all schools that could 
be known as the “Green 
Team”! It would need a 
very dedicated leader and 
members who understand 
the importance of saving 
our natural resources to be 
successful, but we believe 
there are many such leaders 
in our local communities! 

Spring is on the way 
in 16 days from this wintry 
Monday morning and if you 
want to watch the countdown 
to this most anticipated day 
this year, you can visit www.

tick away! Undeniably, this 
has not been a winter to 
complete any ‘honey dew’ 
lists, but spending 
unexpected time with the 
family and cooking up new 
recipes can be rewarding 
and memorable!

MCTC builds 
Wetlands on 
Maysville Campus 
to Begin Outdoor 
Classroom Project 

On Tuesday, February 
25th, Justin Weiss, Assis¬ 
tant Professor of Biology at 
MCTC, with Thomas Biebig- 
hauser, retired wildlife bi¬ 
ologist from the US Forestry 
Service, John Utterback, of 
Utterback Excavating EEC, 
and students of Mr.Weiss’ 
biology classes completed 
two artificial wetlands on 
MCTC’s Maysville campus. 
A wetland is formed from 
soil with high clay content 
and poor drainage, thereby 
saturating the area with wa¬ 
ter. Wetlands differ from 
ponds by being shallower, 
containing no fish, and dry¬ 
ing up during the late sum¬ 
mer months. Mr. Weiss had 
the idea of building wetlands 
after attending a Kentucky 
Association of Environmen¬ 
tal Educators conference in 
September 2012 in which Mr. 
Biebighauser was presenting 
on wetland development. 
Having wetlands on campus 
appealed to Mr. Weiss as a 
means to increase hands-on 
science education opportu¬ 
nities to MCTC students as 
well as area K-12 schools, 
and community education 
classes, in an outdoor set¬ 
ting. 

Mr. Weiss plans to use 
these wetlands in all of his 
courses to demonstrate top¬ 
ics in ecology, water chemis-

try, the scientific method, and 
native Kentucky fiora and 
fauna diversity. “Wetlands 
are a unique and rare, Ken¬ 
tucky ecosystem that have 
mostly been drained due to 
agricultural, residential, and 
commercial development,” 
said Mr. Weiss. “Not only 
do wetlands provide a home 
to many species of plants and 
animals, they also offer ben¬ 
efits for people. For exam¬ 
ple, since no fish live in wet¬ 
lands, mosquito predators, 
such as dragonfiy larvae and 
amphibians, thrive and lower 
mosquito populations in the 
surrounding area. They also 
are home to harmless bacte¬ 
rial species that degrade tox¬ 
ic pollutants from rainwater 
and parking lot runoff before 
the water enters a stream 
used for drinking water.” 

With the United States 
falling in overall science and 

math understanding inter¬ 
nationally, Mr. Weiss is look¬ 
ing for new ways to inspire 
students to go into STEM 
(Science, Mathematics, En¬ 
gineering, and Technology) 
to bring back innovation to 
this country. “Science is not 
a subject that you master, or 
can enjoy, from sitting in a 
classroom and taking notes. 
You have to learn by do¬ 
ing and observing the world 
around you. The wetlands 
provide a perfect setting to 
hone these skills while mak¬ 
ing science fun,” said Mr. 
Weiss. 

Mr. Weiss encourages 
area K-12 teachers to con¬ 
tact him about using the wet¬ 
lands in their science classes.

The prevention and ad¬ 
vocacy efforts of several 
groups and individuals were 
highlighted as part of the 
kickoff of Sexual Assault 
Awareness Month. 

The Capitol Rotunda 
event was cosponsored by 
the Kentucky Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services 
(CHFS) and the Kentucky 
Association of Sexual As¬ 
sault Programs (KASAP). 
Governor Steve Beshear 
has signed a proclamation 
declaring March as Sexual 
Assault Awareness Month in 
Kentucky. 

CHFS Secretary Audrey 
Tayse Haynes said collabo¬ 
rations between her agency 
staff and groups like KASAP 
improves awareness and pre¬ 
vention. 

“KASAP works hard to 
educate Kentuckians in all 
walks of life about sexual as¬ 
sault, and our staff comple¬ 
ments that,” she said. “These 
local and statewide efforts 
are changing the culture of 
our communities and helping 
to end sexual violence.” 

Justice Secretary J. Mi¬ 
chael Brown said that his 
agency is committed to pre¬ 
venting and responding to 
sexual assault. 

“Recognizing the far- 
reaching impact that sexual 
assaults have on individuals, 
their families and our com¬ 
munities, the Justice Cabinet 
is proud to support the criti¬ 
cal work of KASAP and our 
rape crisis centers through 
various grants and the devel¬ 
opment of ‘Zero Tolerance 
Cultures,’ ” he said. 

Sen. Alice Forgy Kerr of 
Lexington and House Speak¬ 
er Greg Stumbo of Prestons- 
burg have sponsored Sexual 
Assault Awareness Month 
resolutions in the state Sen¬ 
ate and House of Represen¬ 
tatives, respectively. Rep. 
Rocky Adkins of Sandy 
Hook will call for the resolu¬ 
tion to be read on the House 
fioor. 

KASAP Executive Di¬ 
rector Eileen Recktenwald 
said it’s becoming easier for 
people to talk about sexual 
violence, and that is making 
a difference. 

“It’s gotten a lot easier 
to talk about, because - from 
the White House down - we 
are seeing a straightforward 


response to the problem,” 
she said. 

Recktenwald said that 
sexual assault affects peo¬ 
ple physically, emotionally, 
mentally and spiritually, and 
it affects their relationships, 
too. 

“When anyone - wom¬ 
en, men, children or adults 
— needs help, the state’s net¬ 
work of rape crisis centers 
offer comprehensive assis¬ 
tance to all survivors in their 
path to recovery,” she said. 

Recktenwald said that 
family and friends of as¬ 
sault survivors may get help 
through the centers, and that 
greater support from govern¬ 
ment leaders and community 
partners are building stron¬ 
ger services. 

At an awards dinner to¬ 
night in Frankfort, four Ken¬ 
tuckians will receive the Sex¬ 
ual Assault Awareness Month 
Award for their contributions 
to end sexual violence. 

The winners, who were 
also recognized at the Ro¬ 
tunda event, are as follows: 
Regional SAAMy: Ruford 
Abner, Rowan County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office; Statewide SAA¬ 
My: Marylee Underwood, 
Commonwealth Council on 
Developmental Disabilities; 
Fonetta Elam Award (tie): Er¬ 
ica Myers, Safe Harbor; and 
Brenda Hughes, Kentucky 
River Community Care; In¬ 
novative Program Award: 
START (Sexual Trauma and 
Assault Response Training) 
program, Bluegrass Rape 
Crisis Center; and Visionary 
Voice Award: Dr. Ann Coker 
(This national award is spon¬ 
sored by the National Sexual 
Violence Resource Center.) 

New this year, the Fonet¬ 


ta Elam Award honors excel¬ 
lence in clinical supervision 
and pays tribute to Elam, 
who was director of the Pre- 
stonsburg Rape Victim Ser¬ 
vices Program and provided 
services to domestic violence 
and sexual assault victims 
for more than 30 years. Elam 
died in January 2013. Reck¬ 
tenwald said this award em¬ 
phasizes the importance of 
supervised clinical work in 
the area of victim services 
and to reward and recognize 
the effort of exemplary pro¬ 
fessionals in that field.

On January the Augusta 
Panthers would face the Bishop 
Brossart Mustangs in the open¬ 
ing round of the 10th region 
class A tournament.

This 
contest would not start off ac¬ 
cording to plan for Augusta as 
the Panthers couldn’t get any¬ 
thing to fall while Model was 
hitting from all over the fioor 
to lead 21-12 at the end of the 
1 st quarter. The Panthers closed 
the gap a bit in the 2nd quarter 
but still trailed, 35-27. They got 
a little bit closer after 3 quarters 
but the 4th would make all the 
difference. Augusta stopped 
letting Model control the paint 
and forced them into shots from 
the perimeter that just stopped 
falling.

2009 ^^Blue Devil” 
ZRl Emerges 
Nearly Unscathed 

Crowds of construction 
personnel, media. Museum 
visitors and staff cheered as 
the first Corvette, the 2009 
“Blue Devil” ZRl emerged 
from the depths of the sink¬ 
hole this morning at ap¬ 
proximately 10:35am CT. 
The process was streamed 
live on two of the Museum’s 
web cams with thousands of 
viewers tuning in all over the 
world. 

“It’s wonderful... just 
seven more to go,” said Mike 
Murphy, construction man¬ 
ager for the project. 

Even more cheers erupt¬ 
ed when the car cranked up 
after only a few tries, and 
even drove about 20 feet to 
the doorway of the Skydo- 
me. 

“That’s a GM product 
for you. They take a licking 
and keep on ticking!” added 
Murphy. 

The crews have been 
working six days a week 
since the sinkhole incident 
that swallowed eight Cor¬ 
vettes in the National Cor¬ 
vette Museum’s Sky dome 
exhibit area. This past Satur¬ 
day, the crews rigged up the 
ZRl and did a few test lifts. 
John Spencer, Manufactur¬ 
ing Integration Manager at 
the GM Corvette Assembly 
Plant, helped consult the 
team on the best points to 
strap up the car. “With Mike, 
worker safety is number one. 
There are no compromises,” 
said Spencer. 

“I was worried about the 
wheels,” said Murphy. “This 
morning we took so long be¬ 
cause we wanted to add some 
secondary straps in case the 
wheels pulled. It was just a 
little more insurance.” 

Murphy added that with 
this project, nothing is set in 
stone on how to do it. “It’s 
been a huge relief It went 
better than expected,” he 
said. 

After the elation of the 
first car being rescued and 
even cranking up, the Mu¬ 


seum staff were excited to 
put the car back on display in 
the Museum’s Exhibit Hall. 
“It’s incredible to have the 
car back on display again. 
It’s what we’ve been hoping 
for,” said Bob Hellmann, Fa¬ 
cilities and Displays Manag¬ 
er. “Now we just want to get 
the next seven, restore the 
cars, and get them all back 
on display.” 

The Museum plans on 
displaying the cars as they 
are recovered, now through 
August 3. In addition, this 
Spring they plan to create a 
special display with informa¬ 
tion on the sinkhole incident, 
sinkholes and karst back¬ 
ground details, videos, pho¬ 
tos and more. 

After taking a lunch 
break, the crew will resume 
the car retrieval process - 
with the 1993 “Ruby Red” 
40th Anniversary Corvette 
slated for recovery Monday 
afternoon. The 1962 Black 
Corvette is planned to be re¬ 
trieved on Tuesday, but will 
be much trickier as a five ton 
slab of concrete is partially 
resting on the front of the 
car. Two cranes will be used 
to simultaneously lift the car 
and the concrete.

Continued from Front Page 
how devastating drugs are to 
families. Sheriff Niemeier 
recommends that you come 
out and hear these two young 
speakers talk about their ex¬ 
periences, you will not be 
disappointed and it will defi¬ 
nitely open your eyes to the 
drug problem. 

The Sheriff’s Office 
continues to take a strong 
stance against drugs and will 
continue to investigate and 
vigorously prosecute these 
cases. In their first drug raid 
there were 23 individuals that 
were arrested on drug charg¬ 
es. These investigations are 
very time consuming and can 
take up to 18 months to two 
years to complete.

General Assembly

formation as possible, such 
as vehicle description, make, 
model, color, and license 
plate number; also suspect 
descriptions such as height, 
weight, hair color, clothing, 
etc., and last known direction 
of travel. 

The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office is dedicated 
to making this a safer County 
for our kids, grandkids, fam¬ 
ily and friends to live, work 
and play. 


With March the last full 
month of this year’s legisla¬ 
tive session, the Kentucky 
House and Senate are nearing 
the point where they will focus 
less on their own legislation 
and more on finding common 
ground with the other cham¬ 
ber. 

While the House is still fi¬ 
nalizing several of its key bills, 
my fellow representatives and 
I have already passed a pro¬ 
ductive list for the Senate to 
consider. 

In education, that includes 
adding more transparency 
and oversight of school-dis¬ 
trict spending; calling on high 
schools to include basic CPR 
training and financial literacy 
in their curriculum; helping 
college students in coal coun¬ 
ties obtain their four-year de¬ 
gree close to home; and giving 
our public universities the au¬ 
thority to pursue construction 
projects as long as they have 
the funding. 

Economically, some of the 
bills sent to the Senate would 
do such things as boost the 
minimum wage five years af¬ 
ter the last increase; track the 
cost and status of the state’s 
tax-incentive programs; and 
give businesses the chance to 
become public benefit corpo¬ 
rations, a worldwide initiative 
that uses private enterprise to 
improve the public good. 

In criminal-justice mat¬ 
ters, one of the House’s top 
priorities is giving voters a 
chance in November to ap¬ 
prove a constitutional amend¬ 
ment that would automatically 
restore voting rights for most 
felons after they have complet¬ 
ed their sentence. This would 
align Kentucky with nearly ev¬ 
ery other state if it passes. 

A related bill would give 
those convicted of most Class 
D felonies - the lowest of the 
four felony charges - a chance 
to have their record expunged 
five years after completing 
their sentence. 

The goal is to provide 
these Kentuckians a second 
chance when it comes to such 
things as employment, but it 
is important to note that this 
would still require court ap¬ 
proval and would not apply if 
a person has other unrelated 
felonies or if state or federal 
law otherwise requires full dis¬ 
closure of a criminal record. 

In health-related legis¬ 
lation, the House voted last 
Tuesday to have the Cabinet 
for Health and Family Services 
take their criminal background 
checks nationwide for prospec¬ 
tive employees and volunteers 
who either work for or inspect 
long-term care providers. This 
would greatly expand the cur¬ 
rent background check that is 


only statewide and does not 
include fingerprinting. 

Two other bills tied to 
healthcare are among the first 
to pass both the House and 
Senate. Senate Bill 7, which 
is now law, gives Advanced 
Practice Registered Nurses 
more prescribing authority. 
This legislation codifies a joint 
agreement between physicians 
and these nurses and should in¬ 
crease access to care for many 
Kentuckians. 

House Bill 98 is just a 
step behind while it waits to 
be signed by Governor Bes- 
hear. This will help students 
who have diabetes by making 
it possible for trained and au¬ 
thorized school personnel - or 
the students themselves - to 
administer medicine; a simi¬ 
lar provision is included to let 
these employees help students 
with seizure disorders as well. 
Prior to this bill, these ac¬ 
tions were limited to licensed 
healthcare providers and fam¬ 
ily members. 

Another bill to clear the 
House last Friday would pro¬ 
hibit drivers from entering by 
hand a telephone number or 
name into their phone while 
driving through active zones 
marked for schools or high¬ 
way work. This builds on the 
current law prohibiting texting 
while driving, but there would 
be exceptions for hands-free 
devices. 

On a more somber note, 
the House took time out of its 
schedule on Tuesday to honor 
three Kentuckians who served 
their country and have died in 
the past year. 

Two of those were young 
men - Sergeant Michael C. 
Cable and Staff Sergeant Dan¬ 
iel Fannin - who lost their 
lives in Afghanistan, while 
Ted Aikin was a World War 
II veteran who survived the 
Bataan Death March and spent 
26 years in the Army. Fam¬ 
ily members of all three were 
present for this ceremony. 

We may be approaching 
the end of this year’s legisla¬ 
tive session, but there is still a 
lot of time to let me know your 
thoughts or concerns about the 
issues facing the General As¬ 
sembly.
